Hearings Scheduled on Enlisted Pay; Navy Opposes 


Reporting to Congress on the Shep 
pard-Izac enlisted pay bill, the Navy De 
partment opposes enactment of the mea 
sure because of its cost and on the ground 
that present pay schedules for both offi 
cers and enlisted men are inadequate and 
that any pay increase should be preceded 
by a thorough study by the Navy Depart 
ment “to determine equitable rates of pay 
for the entire service.” 

Despite this adverse report and an 
earlier one from the War Department an 
nouncing the opposition of the Adminis 
tration to the bill, the Senate Military

program of the President would permit. 
The other report, as published below, is 
quite short and spoke only of the need 
for a pay increase for all ranks in the 
Navy and the necessity of a study of the 
situation. The text of the Navy report 
follows : 

The bill, 8S. 3505, “to adjust the pay of en- 
listed personnel of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Coast Guard and for other pur- 
poses” was referred to the Navy Department 
by your Committee with a request for a re- 
port on the measure. 

The bill, S. 3505, would provide increases in 
the pay of enlisted personnel of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard. 

The Navy Department considers that the 
pay schedules of both officers and men of the 
Navy are inadequate and recognizes an im- 
mediate need for an increase in these sched- 
ules. 

The present schedules were set in the Act 
of June 10, 1922 (42 Stat. 625) which was 
largely a readjustment of the schedules es- 
tablished by the Act of May 13, 1908 (35 Stat. 
127). 

The Act of June 10, 1922, brought about an 
average increase of 11% in officers’ pay and 

increase of from 20% to 45% in the pay 
enlisted men over the 1908 pay rates. Since 
108, however, living costs have increased 

10%. During this period the pay of other 
Federal officials has been substantially in 
creased, The increased costs of living, with- 
ot accompanying increases in pay, have 
worked hardship on naval personnel; and 
while the morale of the Service remains high, 
inndequate pay necessarily affects Service 
efficiency. 

It is the opinion of the Navy Department, 
however, that increases in the pay of Naval 
personnel should be based upon a thorough 
analysis and study of the situation made by 
the Navy Department to determine equitable 
mtes of pay for the entire service under 
present economic conditions. Such an analysis 
would be made available to the Congress in 
went a revision of the existing pay sched- 
ules was undertaken. 

Enactment of the bill, 8.3505, would result 
inan additional cost to the Government of 
approximately $35,198,583 per year over the 
estimates for the fiscal year 1939, 

In view of the foregoing the Navy Depart- 
ment recommends against enactment of the 
bill, S. 3505. 

The Navy Department has been informed 
that the bill S. 3505 is not in accord with the 
program of the President. 

J. E. Nieman, representative of the 
Regular Veterans’ Association stated that 
to the best of his knowledge and belief, 
the hearings will represent the initial 
fort of any organization in behalf of 
the entire enlisted personnel of the Regu- 
epeaitichments, and that while it is 

expected that any legislation will be 
weured this session of Congress, the 
ground work will be well laid for early 
nsideration of this most important 
legislation by the 76th Congress.

General Pershing Returns 


It was a delighted Washington, official 
and residential, which welcomed the re- 
turn of General Pershing. Erect, con- 
queror of the illness he has suffered, he 
alighted from the private car placed at 
his disposal by Mr. Daniel E. Willard, 
President of the Baltimore and Ohio, 
and after greeting those awaiting him 
and permitting the news camera men to 
take shots, he entered an automobile and 
was driven to Walter Reed General 
Hospital, He entered the hospital at his 
own request for the purpose of undergo- 
ing examinations, and since has received 
a thorough check up under the direction 
of his personal physician, Col. Glenn I. 
Jones, USA-Ret. Reports on the Gen- 
eral’s condition show that he splendidly 
stood the strain of the long trip from 
Tueson, and the activity in connection 
with the wedding of his son, Francis 
Warren, to Miss Muriel Bache Richards. 
Upon the completion of his examinations, 
and a short rest, the General expects 
to leave the hospital and then determine 
whether to remain in the United States 
or make his usual summer pilgrimage 
to France. 

Conscious as he is of the seriousness 
of the illness which afflicted him when 
at Tucson, the Service will be glad to 
learn of his intention to take things easy 
so that he may continue rapidly to regain 
his strength. Looking at him one realizes 
that he has come back, come back be- 
‘cause of his fine constitution and his in- 
domitable will. He walks with the firm 
tread and with the carriage, straight as a 
rifle barrel, which the Service knows. 
When the hard-boiled camera men, who 
snapped him at Tueson, at Chicago, at 
New York and at Washington, expressed 
their satisfaction at his bearing, the 
progress he has made toward health will 
be generally appreciated. Speaking of 
the camera fraternity, they took every 
occasion to show their admiration for 
this gallant leader. In doing so, they were 
representative of the people as a whole, 
as demonstrated by the thousands of let- 
ters and telegrams the General has re- 
ceived from men and women in all walks 
of life, from Legion Posts, from Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, from Disabled Ameri- 
can Veterans, from various Fraternities, 
ete. His rooms have bloomed with flowers 
from friends and from others he has 
hardly met. Phone inquiries have been 
constant. The General has not been able 
to make proper: response to this interest 
in him, but he has made it clear that he 
thoroughly appreciates the kind thought 
which has been manifest throughout the 
land.

Adam- 
son, Sergeant Schaefer, and Dr. Ronald 
Davison. At Chicago, the General re- 
ceived Brig. Gen. Dawes, former Vice 
President, and Maj. Gen. Hugh Drum. 
General and Mrs. Dawes, and General and 
Mrs. Drum, later went to New York to 
witness the wedding of the General's son 
and Miss Richards. Colonel Jones re- 
lieved Dr. Davison in New York, and ac- 
companied the General and Miss Persh- 
ing to Washington. At the railroad sta- 
tion to meet the General were Lt. Col.

General Schley Speaks 

Speaking before the New York chapter 
of the Society of American Military En- 
gineers, April 22, Maj. Gen. Julian Schley, 
Chief of Engineers of the Army, lauded 
the work of various of the chapter's 
members, recalling the signal services of 
Col. Frederic A. Molitor, its first presi- 
dent, who died recently. 

Concisely stating the importance of 
New York and the 2nd Corps Area in the 
defensive organization of the country, he 
reviewed the contacts necessary between 
the military and the civilian officials of 
the area in order to maintain an efficient 
set-up. 

With regard to the disposition of the 
Engineer Corps, both regular and _ re- 
serve, in the event of war, General Schley 
stated : 

“The fundamental organization of our field 
forces in event of war is that of a General 
Headquarters together with an appropriate 
General Headquarters Reserve and four Field 
Armies. Each Field Army consists of a head- 
quarters, three or more Corps and miscel- 
laneous Army troops. Each Corps consists of 
three or more mobile Divisions and miscel- 
laneous Corps troops. 

“Today the agencies of the War Depart- 
ment are engaged in working out the details 
of assembling, training and equipping this 
force in the event it must be mobilized for the 
protection of our nation. It is obvious that 
such a task will take an appreciable time. 
The Protective Mobilization Plan takes this 
factor of time into account and makes pro- 
visions for mobilizing the total force in in- 
crements which can be handled from a practi- 
cal standpoint and equipped as fast as 
mobilized, 

“It is interesting to note that the engineer 
strength with our field forces is roughly one- 
eighth of the total of all arms. This includes 
an Engineer Combat Regiment with each 
division. The combined strength of these 
Combat Engineers is only about one-seventh 
of the Engineer strength to be mobilized and 
one fifty-sixth of the total man-power of the 
field forces. All engineer units which are now 
on active duty status in the Regular Army or 
National Guard are components of Divisional 
Combat Engineer Regiments with the excep- 
tion of one topographic battalion, the 29th 
Engineers. This indicates very clearly that 
the peacetime set-up places too much empha- 
sis on the combat engineer regiment. All the 
general service regiments, separate battalions, 
and special engineer units such as topographic 
battalions, railway battalions, water supply 
battalions, etc., have been left to be mobilized 
after M-Day. 

“In event of war, the components of the 
four Field Army and General Headquarters 
Reserves are mobilized and given initial 
training in the nine Corps Areas, each of 
which will have a service Command organized 
for that purpose. Thus, when a division is 
trained and goes out into the Theatre of 
Operations, the Service Command remains to 
mobolize, equip, and train other similar units. 
The initial mobilization consists of the Regu 
lar Army and the National Guard, plus Or- 
ganized Reserve units. The first two, of 
course, are in existence and only need to be 
increased to war strength. 

“All units including Organized Reserve 
units entering into the final organization of 
the field forces are organized on paper and 
allocated to the Corps Areas in accordance 
with a study called the Procurement Objec- 
tive based on prospective man-power, That 
study takes into account, not only the quan- 
tity of man-power, but its type. For instance, 
to the 6th Corps Area with its extensive rail- 
way network in and around Chicago, a rela- 
tively large number of Engineer Railway Bat 
talions are allocated, Some Organized Re- 
serve units, particularly those which are to be 
mobilized in the initial mobilization have a 
enadre of reserve officers within restrictions 
imposed by the Procurement Objective. 

“Each Organized Reserve unit has prepared 
for it a mobilization plan. In the case of 
organized and officered units, such plan is 
prepared by the Commanding Officer thereof. 
The Commanding Officer is encouraged to 
train his own officers with some supervision 
exercised by an assigned Regular Army In 
structor under general instructions from the 
Corps Area. To all intents and purposes, 
these Organized Reserve Cadres are integral 
units with a high esprit de corps. They meet 
at least once a month for Troop School In- 
struction and also once a month for Branch 
Instruction in engineer conference courses. 
Individuals take extension school courses to 
prepare themselves for promotion. The Re- 
serve unit goes to camp as a unit for a period 
of two weeks once every two or three years. 
During this period of active duty training, 
the unit operates as such, becomes more 
closely knit, and develops its esprit and tradi- 
tions. 

“War time engineer officers may come from 
several sources. A small nucleus is contained 





in the Corps of Engineers of the regular 
establishment. This now totals 717 with 
authority existing for the third and final in- 
crement of the 185 additional officers author- 
ized by the Act of 1936. These, of course, 
will be spread out pretty thin in war time. 
The officers of the National Guard will be 
taken into the Federal service for the pur- 
pose of officering National Guard units. By 
far the greatest number of commissioned offi- 
cers necessary in time of war (about 90% 
will come from the Organized Reserves. It 
is estimated that 120,000 officers of all 
branches would be needed. About 100,000 of 
these are now on the rolls. These consist of 
veterans from the World War, augmented by 
graduates of R. O. T. C. units and others 
commissioned in the Reserve upon completion 
of the prescribed course of instruction and 
examination, 

“The bulk of qualified commissioned reserve 
officers must come from the graduates of the 
Reserve Officers Training Corps units.” 


Army Appropriation Bill 

Conferees on the part of the House for 
the Army Appropriation bill will be ap- 
pointed early next week, it is understood, 
and will get together with representatives 
of the Senate immediately in an effort to 
iron out the differences between the two 
houses. 

Meanwhile, considerable interest has 
been aroused in Congress over the mea- 
sure, particularly in view of the relief 
program now being urged by the admin- 
istration. It is pointed out that it is more 
economical to keep men in the Army, as a 
peace insurance, than it is to maintain 
them on relief. The average cost of a 
man on relief is $864 a year while in the 
Army an enlisted man is maintained 
at an annual cost of only $681 which in- 
cludes pay, subsistence, clothing, trans- 
portation and hospitalization. 

The coast defense and ordnance money, 
it is pointed out, provide work and em- 
ployment to a degree at least as great as 
most of the so-called relief work projects. 





To Improve Midway Isle 


2nd Lt. Henry L. Hille, jr., CE, USA, 
was ordered this week to Midway Island, 
in connection with the establishment of a 
seaplane base on that island. 

Plans are almost complete for the 
dredging of a channel and basin and the 
Corps of Engineers will also construct a 
breakwater to create a landing area for 
commercial and military seaplanes. An 
expedition is now making ready at San 
Francisco for the trip to Midway to 
inaugurate the project. The Corps of En- 
gineers has stated that several flights al- 
ready have been made to the Island by 
Ist Lt. William J. Ely, CE, to survey con- 
ditions. Lieutenant Ely was previously 
ordered to take charge of the work. 

Officials said that similar work would 
be done at Wake Island at the comple- 
tion of the Midway project. It is esti- 
mated that it will take about two years. 

The Navy Department said that the 
USS Sirius will take the expedition to 
Midway. No sailing date has been de- 
termined although it is expected it will 
leave within the next few weeks. 


Ask More Navy Funds 


President Roosevelt yesterday asked 
Congress to appropriate funds before ad- 
journment to lay down two additional 
battleships for next year. They will be in 
addition to the two already laid down and 
the two to be started next year under 
the funds already appropriated. 

Supplemental budget estimates totaling 
$25,597,000 were sent to Congress by the 
President and besides $5,000,000 for 
starting work on the two dreadnaughts 
provide for increase of facilities at Navy 
Yards. 

A total of $13,752,000 would be spent 
for enlargement of Navy Yards as fol- 
lows: Boston, $1,052,000; Charleston, 
$389,000; Mare Island, $1,055,000; New 
York, $4,022,000; Norfolk, $3,165,000; 
Portsmouth, N. H., $1,107,000; Philadel- 
phia, $975,000; Puget Sound, $5,860,000, 
and Washington, D. C., $515,000. 

Other projects included $2,000,000 for 
aviation, which includes experimental 
work, and the improvement of the land- 
ing field at Norfolk; $665,000 for the 
Marine Corps; and $500,000 for complet- 
ing the model basin, and $180,000 for the 
Naval Training Station at San Diego; 





$122,000 for Dahlgren; $492,000 for 
Naval ammunition depot, Hawthorne, 
Nev. 
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Army Medical Library 


Representative May chairman of the 
House Military Committee has intro- 
duced a bill to authorize the construction 
of a new Army Medical Library and 
Museum building in the District of Co- 
lumbia, at a cost of $3,750,000. 

President Roosevelt has given support 
to the plans for establishing a modern 
medical library and museum to supplant 
the antiquated Army museum on the 
southern border of the Mall. 

The War Department plan was outlined 
to Mr. Roosevelt this week by Secretary 
Woodring and Maj. Gen. Charles R. Rey- 
nolds, surgeon general. Discussing it at 
his press conference, the President said 
he is heartily in accord. 

He said there was a great need for a 
medical library building because the 
Army now has a medical library which 
probably is the pret nucleus of its 
kind in the world. 

He said this library now contains virtu- 
ally everything relating to medicine and 
medical research, including manuscripts 
written more than 400 years ago. 

Such a library nuclues, the President 
added, should be dignified by having a 
separate building of its own. He said the 
proposal is listed in the general plan for 
improyement of Goyernment facilities in 

ashington. As for the exact location of 
such a building, he said, that is a matter 
that will not come up until Congress has 
voted the necessary appropriation. 





Would Exempt Reserve Officers 

Representative Flaherty of Mass., has 
introduced a bill proyiding that the pro- 
vision in the Military Appropriation Act, 
1938, which denies pay to Reserve officers 
for active duty in excess of 15 days shall 
not be construed to deny pay to officers 
assigned to Corps Area Service com- 
mands who perform active duty as such 
under orders for a further period of not 
to exceed 15 days. 


Soldier’s Medals Awarded 


. The War Department this week an- 
nounced the award of three Soldier’s 
Médals to enlisted personnel of the Army.

Cavalry Maneuvers 

Toyahvale, Tex. — With some 1200 
spectators perched on the heights of the 
Scenic Drive overlooking the Balmorhea, 
the First Cavalry Division conducted their 
first reorganizations test. 

Unfortunately the distances were so 
great that most of the observers could not 
get a picture of the affair. In brief the 
white forces who defended the low hills 
southwest of the reservoir were skeleton- 
ized as much as possible—one man with a 
colored flag represented a machine gun 
squad or two platoons of infantry. This 
force was placed and maneuvered by 
umpires. 

General Ben Lear took actual command 
of the Blue forces organized as a division 
of three provisional regiments, leaying out 
the Brigade organization. 

One of these regiments commanded by 
Col. Donald A. Robinson, and made up 
from the 5th and 12th Cavalry, attacked 
the enemy position from the northwest, 
aided by artillery fire and a smoke screen. 

The other two regiments, skeletonized 
and made up from the 7th and 8th Cay- 
alry personnel made a rapid and well 
timed enveloping march around the north- 
western edge of the reservoir to attack 
the enemy on the flank and prevent ar- 
rival of white reenforcements. An air 
attack was delivered simultaneously with 
the Cavalry forces. This ground force 
was commanded by Col. I. P. Swift.

Naval Expansion Bill 


Debate on the naval expansion bill con- 
tinued through this week, with passage of 
the measure expected on Monday or Tues- 
day. 

Opponents of the measure are making 
practically all of the speeches on the bill, 
but before an almost empty Senate. As 
Senator Barkley, Majority Leader, stated 
in attempting unsuccessfully to secure 
consent to a limitation to debate, 
practically every member has already 
made up his mind as to his vote on the 
bill. 

At Monday’s session, Senator Jolimson, 
D. of Colo., declared that the bill was de- 
signed to implement an aggressive foreign 
policy and that the present time was 
chosen to “slip the bill through” because 
of world conditions. Senator Lewis, D. 
of Ill, defended the Administration’s 
foreign policy, stating that it was “to 
meet the foreign policy of any other na- 
tion whose policy is against the United 
States” and that it should be able to be 
changed from day to day and from hour 
to hour. 

Senator Borah, ranking minority mem- 
ber of the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, opposed the bill, in a speech on 
the floor, April 26. He declared that the 
United States had all the national de- 
fense now that it needs. The Senator 
stated: 

Just what is the justification, from the dan- 
ger standpoint, for the building of this in- 
creased navy? We have been advised that 
there is great danger in the South American 
situation. That is a great surprise to me. We 
have never been on more friendly relations 
with the nations of South America than we 
are today. * * * 

Suppose, as has been said, that Fascism 
obtains some hold in South America. What 
are we going to do about it? What benefit 
will a battleship be against such propaganda? 
The people of South America are entitled to 
have a Fascist State if they desire, and so 
long as they maintain their proper relation- 
ship with the United States, as they are now 
meticulously doing, doing no injury to our 
rights, there is no reason in the world why 
we should compiain, * * * 

We witnessed some months ago the seizure 
of Ethiopia by Italy, and more recently 
Austria, by Germany. But the entire situation 
has changed. 

Great Britain has swung back to the old 
balance of power idea. She was never at ease 
under the collective security theory. It did 
not fit in with her traditions. So only a few 
weeks ago she renounced the entire theory 
of collective security and went back to the 
old balance of power, where she is at home, 
where she understands the game. 

We are now dealing with the situation 
based upon the same principles as have ob- 
tained in Europe for the last 250 years. How- 
ever much we may sympathize with small 
nations, there is nothing new in the European 
situation. * * * 

The real danger is not Fascism, but im- 
perialism, the seizure of territory, the seizure 
of small nations, and unless we propose by 
this enlarged navy actually to supervise the 
conduct of these Huropean powers there is no 
more necessity for this increased navy by rea- 
son of what they are doing than if it were not 
happening at all, the Senator said. 

Senator Nye, R. of N. D., declared that 
the enactment of the bill would inaugu- 
rate a new foreign policy of “bluff and 
bluster” that may lead to war. 





House Passes Selection Bill

a permanent solution of the personnel 
problem. Both Chairman Vinson and Mr. 
Maas, ranking minority member, ad- 
mitted that the unlimited assignment of 
“fitted officers” probably would be prac- 
tical only while the Naval officer strength 
is expanding. When the strength becomes 
static, it was indicated, further con- 
sideration of the problem will be neces- 
sary. 

The principal change written into the 
bill on the floor guarantees to officers 
above the grade of lieutenant, junior 
grade, the length of service allowed for 
his rank under the present law. As pre- 
dicted in last week’s issue of the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL, the amendment was 
offered on behalf of the committee by 
Chairman Carl Vinson and adopted with- 
out debate. It does not apply to junior 
lieutenants, although under another sec- 
tion officers of this grade now additional 
numbers by virtue of having been passed 
over may retire at the conclusion of 14 
years’ service rather than be discharged. 

This amendment, a substitute for Sec- 
tion 12h, which applied only to passed 
over lieutenants, assures that every offi- 
cer in the grades of lieutenant and lieu- 
tenant commander en the date of the 
passage of the act may complete 21 years 
service, every commander 28 years’ ser- 
vice and every captain 35 years’ service. 
When passed over two successive times, 
however, such officers become ineligible 
for further promotion. 

The bill was also amended to prohibit 
the Commander-in-Chief of the U. 8. 
Fleet from serving on two successive se- 
lection boards in case the same officer 
holds that job two years in succession. 
The committee had inserted a proviso in 
the bill to make mandatory the present 
policy of the Navy Department, to change 
entirely the membership of the selection 
boards each year, with the exception of 
of the Fleet commander. On motion of 
Representative Sam Hobbs, D of Ala., 
and accepted by Chairman Vinson, this 
exception was stricken out of Section 5c. 

A subsection was added to Section 14 
on motion of Chairman Vinson to au- 
thorize the Secretary of the Navy to dis- 
charge graduates of the Naval Academy, 
with a year’s pay when in his judgment 
there is an excess of graduates over those 
needed by the Navy. It is understood 
that this section was proposed by Chair- 
man Vinson on his own initiative and not 
for the Navy Department, the Depart- 
ment considering that no such limitation 
is necessary, at least for the present. 

Another amendment adopted provides 
that service as a midshipman after 
graduation from the Naval Academy 
shall count in computing service as a 
fitted officer. The provision, inserted in 
Section 12d, applies only to one member 
of the Naval Academy class of 1909 and 
to the classes of 1910 and 1911, it is 
stated, and conforms to existing law 
which counts such service in computing 
service eligibility for promotion. Without 
the section, it was said, members of these 
classes who are adjudged fitted for ad- 
vancement to captain would serve more 
than 30 years from graduation. 

On motion of Representative Wads- 
worth, R of N. Y., the section providing 
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for the enforced retirement of rear aq. 
mirals and general officers of the Marine 
Corps, was made ineffective in time of 
war. Subsections ¢ and d of Section 9 
dealing with standards to be applied py 
selection boards as to officers assigned to 
engineering duty only and aeronautica} 
engineering duty only, were amended to 
strike out the word “comparative” from 
each section. Another amendment was 
added to permit a fraction of a year of 
six months or more to count as a fy)! 
year in computing the retired pay of off. 
cer retired for failure of advanee 
This conforms to existing law. 


Chairman Vinson opened debate on the 
bill with an explanation of the bill and 
answered a number of questions put by 
members. In explaining the bill he said: 

The selective system for the promotion of 
officers has been in operation in the Nayy 
since 1916. While there has been considerable 
criticism as to the operation of this system, 
nevertheless, it is without doubt the best and 
most effective method for promotion to main 
tain the highest standard of efficiency for the 
Navy. 

The proposed bill is patterned on the same 
line as the law of 1916; however, it is more 
liberal in a great many respects, and in the 
opinion of every officer that has testified be 
fore the committee is a decided improvement 
over the present selection law. * * * 

No officer under the provisions of the bill, 
if he is worth the salt in his bread, will go 
out of the service as a result of this measure 
until he has at least rendered a minimum 
of 26 years of service. 

This measure is a fair and equitable method 
for the promotion of officers. It will go far 
toward increasing the efficiency and the 
morale of the naval service. The enactment 
of this bill should eliminate the criticisms of 
and complaints about the selection system. 

The law in the past has been operating to 
the detriment of the Government and the serv- 
ice, because it has been putting too many 
officers who had good qualifications and who 
could render valuable service out of the Navy 
at a youthful age, when they would go upon 
the retired list with high retired pay. 

Representative Maas also. addressed the 
House and was questioned by various 
members : 

Mr. Maas. I have probably been the most 
severe critic of the selection system in Con- 
gress. I have worked hard for 4 years to 
bring about a change in the present system. 
My own view disagrees somewhat with the 
chairman of the Committee on Naval Affairs 
with reference to how well the present law has 
worked. I do not think it has worked well at 
all. I believe it has done a great deal to get 
rid of deadwood, but, unfortunately, after it 
got rid of the deadwood it had to continue 
in operation and then began to get rid of fine, 
upright, live, red-blooded officers.

We have avoided this principle in the pend- 
ing bill. It has been designed to bring to the 
top the able men and get rid of the deadwood, 
put to retain all competent officers, * * * 


Instead of putting out fine, competent offi- 
cers after a comparatively few years in the 
grvice and placing them on the retired list 
for life, we are going to utilize the services of 
every competent officer throughout the period 
of his maximum usefulness to the Navy or 
Marine Corps. Frankly, let me say that I do 
not think that this is a perfect bill. There 
are some things I would have done differently 
if it were left solely in my hands; but may I 
sy that this is the finest compromise in legis- 
jation I have ever seen. 

My colleague from Pennsylvania (Mr. Dit- 
ter) is unfortunately confined to the hospital 
at the present time, but he has asked me to 
say that were he present he would speak on 
behalf of the pending bill. While it does not 
in every detail meet every one of his desires, 
he is supporting the bill because it is so much 
better than the present system, and it is a 
splendid, fine compromise. 

Mr. Johnson of Oklahoma. Does not the 
gentleman feel that these naval officers should 
contribute to their own retirement fund? 

Mr. Maas. I do. I think one of the finest 
things we could do for the Army, Navy, and 
Marine Corps would be to work out a system 
whereby the officers had an inherent right 
to their retirement fund, a proposition where 
they contributed and therefore had vested 
rights in it. The same can be said, of course, 
of the Coast Guard. I think that is one of the 
finest things we could do and I hope we will 
get around to it shortly. If I am in Congress 
next year I am going to do everything I can 
to put such a system into effect. 

Mr. Johnson of Oklahoma. I am glad to 
know that the gentleman has something like 
that in mind. Does he feel that these naval 
officers or men should retire under 40 years 
of age? 

Mr. Maas. Under certain circumstances, yes, 
Ido. For instance, an officer who has dedi- 
cated his life to the service, who has educated 
himself for that and that alone, and who is 
incapacitated by reason of his service, is cer- 
tainly entitled to be retired regardless of age. 
We require the civil-service employees of the 
Government to contribute toward their retire- 
ment fund, but we do not require a Navy, 
Marine, Army, or Coast Guard officer to con- 
tribute toward his retirement fund. Further, 
the amount received by the men in the Army, 
the Navy, the Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
far exceeds the amount that a civilian em- 
ployee receives at the time he or she retires. 

Our officers are well paid, regardless of what 
some might say. If they leave the service, 
they receive two-thirds of their base pay on 
retirement. 

A law to require a contribution toward a 
retirement fund would be beneficial to the 
Government as well as beneficial to the officer 
and his family. For instance, if the officer 
should die, his family would receive the 
amount he has paid into the retirement fund, 
the same as the civilian employee’s family 
does under the law. The contribution carries 
interest. There is no sound reason why such 
4 system should not be set up. 

I think that suggestion is worthy of the 
attention of the Naval Affairs Committee. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. Mr. Chairman, it 
was stated this afternoon that the Committee 
intends to give careful consideration to that 
thought. The same thought that is running 
through the gentleman's mind has been run- 
ning through my mind. The whole question 
of retirement payment is going to be gone into 
and also the question of pay. Then it will be 
determined whether or not the principle of 
contribution should apply to Army and Navy 
officers, and we certainly intend to make in- 
quiry, We are grateful to the gentleman from 
Missouri for his contribution on that subject. 

Of the amendments rejected by the 
House, the one on which there was the 
most debate was advanced by Representa- 
tive Boileau, Prog. of Wisc. of the House 
little Navy bloc,” to limit the number 
S Line officers to 6% of the actual en- 
isted strength rather than the authorized 
enlisted strength.

believe those men do their duty as well as 
men can, but I submit that only God 
Almighty, in His omniscience, could operate 
this selection system efficiently. We finite 
beings have that old human nature, that old 
tug at the heartstrings, which everyone of 
us knows and feels with respect to our own 
particular friends. If you will go through the 
record of selection boards, you will find that 
almost 9 out of 10 of the men selected have 
tied human-interest strings to members of 
those boards. * * * 

Thank God, this bill is far better than the 
system under which we have been operating. 
However, I respectfully submit we ought to 
divorce this selection function from the ac- 
tive men in the Navy and give it to those 
who have retired, and so are not in such close 
personal touch with the lives in which they 
deal. 

My amendment provides for a permanent 
board that will have time to study the records 
of these men and not permit a man to be 
forgotten merely because he is on duty in 
China or the Philippines. I submit we ought 
to divorce this job from the politics of the 
Navy and give a chance to the forgotten man 
to come into his own by guaranteeing him 
that his case will be studied adequately. 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. I do not agree with 
the gentleman. It would be refreshing to him 
to read the unhesitant statements made by 
the officers whose amendments appear in this 
bill which we are now considering. Every 
one of these officers stated, “For goodness 
sake, do not make us year after year go be- 
fore the same board. Give us a new board. 
The old board may turn us down, and we 
want a new deck next year.” 

Mr. Hobbs. Did not Admiral 
testify that he queried, and practically

NOW THAT CONGRESS is moving toward a partial remedy for the injustices 
in the Selection system of the Navy, it is gratifying that a strong movement is under- 
way in that body to act upon another feature of the priority list of the AkRmy AND 
Navy Journal, that of pay revision. Leaders of the House, including Mr. Vinson, 
chairman of the Naval Committee, have given pledges that at the next session, action 
will be taken upon the question of active and retired pay, of the commissioned 
as well as the enlisted personnel, The Senate Military Committee has scheduled 
hearings on the pay of enlisted men, but it has already become obvious to members 
of the Senate and House that this is only one aspect of a problem which is pressing 
for solution. The need of increased pay is the more insistent because the cost of living 
has risen, and failure to remedy it has not only added to the hardships from which 
the members of the Services long have suffered, but has called attention ta the 
discriminations the Government has practiced in behalf of its civilian personnel. 
Some Congressmen feel that the way to deal with the future retired list is to provide 
a retirement fund to which contributions will be made from active pay, as in the 
case of civilian employes. Objectionable as this proposal is, if it should be adopted 
the pay provision schedules should be made to increase substantially so as to take 
care of living costs as well as the percentage that would be deducted for retirement 
annuities, However, the matter is one which requires careful study. Such a study 
should be made in advance of congressional hearings. It should be made by a Board, 
similar to the McNamee Board, the report of which although filed some years ago, 
still stands as a model for Congressional action. 


THD APPROVAL AND GRATIFICATION expressed throughout the Army of 
the action of Secretary Woodring and his Chief of Staff, General Malin Craig, in 
urging legislation to abolish the General Staff Eligible List demonstrates that the en- 
actment of such a measure would accomplish the main end sought—improvement of 
morale, Everyone has recognized that the present system of requiring graduation 
from the Command and General Staff School must be bound to create injustices and 
the resulting lowering of morale. The chiefs of Infantry, both the late General Croft 
and the present General Lynch, deplored the physical situation which made it im- 
possible to send all qualified officers to Leavenworth and the hair-splitting decisions 
necessary to select some to go while for ever barring others who would pass the age 
limit before being chosen. As to the actual functioning of the General Staff Eligible 
List, the manner in which it is glorified in the service minds and honored in the annual 
Register is quite beyond its actual importance. Few know, or realize, that a small 
percentage of those carried on the eligible list (less than one-third) have actually 
been given General Staff duty and some of those have been given two or three tours. 
On the other hand, while about two-thirds of the officers on the list have not been 
utilized for such duty, quite a number of officers not on the list have been doing gen- 
eral staff duty under the classification “attached to the General Staff.” Also, the 
setting up of the list and the consequent desire of all officers to gain the distinction 
of having his name carried thereon, undoubtedly has resulted in an unproportionate 
stress being placed on staff duty as compared with command duty. It would appear, 
from the current importance given to the Eligible List, that the ultimate in a soldier’s 
career is not to command troops but to be on the General Staff. It is to be hoped that 
enactment of the law now sought by Secretary Woodring and General Craig will re- 
move overemphasis on the Staff, and give new heart to the many officers who feel 
the current system restricts their future service outlook.

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_ SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Army General Officers—The large number of appointments of General Officers of 
the Army announced this week carried considerable interest throughout the ser- 
vice. The policy of giving consideration to ages as well as to records apparently 
continued to be carried out. It is also interesting to note that selection of brigadier 
generals to be major generals has now reached the point where those selected for 
the higher office are those who originally were appointed brigadier generals under 
the present chief of staff. Brig. Gen. Walter C. Sweeney, the senior officer ap- 
pointed a major general this week, was in the first group appointed brigadier 
generals within a few months after General Malin Craig became chief of staff. 
By the end of this year there will be only two out of the 21 major generals of the 
line, excluding the chief of staff himself, who were not appointed major generals 
while General Craig has been chief of staff. In the case of line brigadier generals, 
less than 10 of the 46 will have served as generals prior to the incumbency of the 
present chief of staff. 

Of the four officers appointed major generals of the line this week, three 
entered the service as enlisted men during the Spanish-American War, and the 
fourth was commissioned from West Point. Three of the four were cavalrymen 
prior to becoming general officers, and the fourth an infantryman. The oldest will 
have two years and six months to serve on the active list after becoming a major 
general. The youngest will have nearly five years to serve. Two brigadier generals, 
one of whom does not have the requisite time to serve, were passed over in filling 
the first major general vacancy. One more, who does not have much time left to 
serve, was skipped in selecting the next officer, while the remaining two selected 
were the next seniors. Three of the four were carried on the initial General Staff 
Kligible List, while the other was placed on the eligible list later. All four were 
graduates of the Army War College. 

In looking over the eight colonels selected to be brigadier generals one notes 
that all of them are graduates of the United States Military Academy; that all of 
them are graduates of the Army War College, that all were graduated either from 
the Command and General Staff School or the earlier General Staff School, and 
that all were on the General Staff Bligible List. The oldest still has six years 
left to serve on the active list. In the matter of age, one will retire in 1944, five in 
1946, and the remaining two in 1947. One of the appointees, Col. Clarence S. 
Ridley, CER, will become the youngest general officer of the line, having been born 
June 22, 1883. As to their position on the promotion list of colonels, one notes 
that they rank, respectively, 331, 332, 334, 348, 347, 354, 391, and 412. 


Foreign Affairs—The troubled world situation has not been eased by the develop- 
ments of the week, although earnest efforts for the preservation of peace continue 
to be made. In Burope, unquestionably at Hitlerian inspiration, Konrad Henlein, 
leader of the German minority in Czecho-Slovakia, has made a series of demands 
upon the Benes government, which, if granted, would mean the end of the sovereignty 
of the State. They include, in brief, complete autonomy, and the right of the Germans 
to express the Nazi ideology in governmental forms, and abrogation of the military 
alliances with France and Russia. The Benes government is willing to grant self- 
government in German areas, and to make other concessions not incompatible with 
sovereignty. But whatever it cedes will not be regarded as adequate, since the 
purpose of the Sudeten Germans is union with their racial country. The same purpose 
is animating the Poles and Hungarians residing in Czecho-Slovakia. There is danger 
that the agitation will cause bloodshed, in which case the German people, who are 
being press propagandized against Czecho-Slovakia, will support strong measures 
by Hitler. The latter’s diplomats are endeavoring to assure France that it is 
not to her interest to support Benes, but the French government is showing no 
disposition to repudiate its pledges. Russia is supplying Czecho-Slovakia with 
military material, principally airplanes. The question of the fate of this little 
republic is being thoroughly canvassed at conferences in Londen between the French 
Premier and Foreign Minister and the British Cabinet. The French are anxious to 
transform the entente with England into a hard and fast alliance, which will offset 
the Berlin-Rome axis. Even should this be done, however, the political situation 
would not be changed, since the German and Italian governments have based their 
decisions upon Anglo-French cooperation. Further analyses of the Anglo-Italian 
pact establish that it has not disturbed the relations of Mussolini and Hitler, and it 
has become clear that a combination of England, France and Italy against Germany 
is not now on the cards. For this reason, British thought has been turning toward 
an agreement between the four states directed against the rest of the world, not 
including the United States, although we, as in the past, are in the German-Italian 
mind as an enemy from the moral point of view. This view has received confirmation 
as a result of the letter which Under Secretary of State Welles addressed this week 
to the Chairman of the House Foreign Affairs Committee, in which the Administration 
placed the government squarely on record in opposition to all recent acts of military 
aggression. It did not refer specifically to Germany's absorption of Austria, or to 
Italo-German military intervention in Spain, but confined its disapproval to the 
conduct of Italy in Ethiopia and Japan in China. Nevertheless, it was sufficiently 
clear to show that American thought is hostile to the adventures of Hitler as well as 
Mussolini. The large budget and heavy increase in taxes required by Great Britain 
for national defense, establish the financial dangers and the likely political and social 
consequences which the tremendous armament outlays involve. The cost of these 
outlays is certain to lead to a cut in various categories, education, public health 
and social services of all kinds. What is true of England is true in France, Germany 
and Italy. The separation of southern Ireland from England has been emphasized 
by a new agreement, under which the latter has surrendered its “treaty ports” at 
Queenstown, Bere Haven and Lough Swilly. Ireland, with British assistance, is 
to provide her own defense, and it will include a small, highly mechanized army, 
which can be shifted rapidly from point to point to resist invasion, an airplane 
force, and a small fleet adapted to repelling submarine attack and coastal raids. 
The British fear of an enemy’s use of the coast of Ireland for submarine operations 
seems to have vanished, but grave doubts persist that an Irish Government would 
be willing to follow Great Britain in any war involving the Empire. In the Far East, 
the Japanese are preparing for an active campaign in Shantung, but they are faced 
by floods and bad roads and by an enemy which has learned something from the 
defeats he has suffered. Japanese casualties are said to number 150,000 since the 





beginning of the operations last summer. More information from Japan confirms 
that the war is not popular, that there is dissatisfaction with the slow progress of 
the troops, and that the Army, as well as the people, look upon a war with Russia 
as impending. Further incidents endangering the relations of the two countries haye 
occurred, and the Soviets are claiming that their efforts to bring about a peacefy] 
adjustment have failed because of the intransigeant attitude of the Tokyo authorities, 
In connection with the impending naval authorization bill, a small group of Senators, 
Nye, Clark, Bone, Frazier, La Follette, Norris, Holt, Vandenberg and Borah, opposed 
its passage on the ground that it would provide for an offensive Navy and that 
world conditions did not justify the expenditure which such a Navy would require, 
The most notable speech was delivered by Senator Borah. He said that so far as the 
Western Hemisphere is concerned, the United States was never in a happier condition 
than now. He regarded the European situation as having profoundly changed since 
the authorization bill was proposed. Great Britain had swung back to the old 
“balance of power” idea, having renounced the entire theory of collective security, 
“Within the last few weeks,” he observed, “that movement has changed the relations 
of the so-called dictators to democracy in a most drastic and effective fashion. * * * 
Neither treaties nor the rights of small nations, nor democracies, nor dictatorships, 
nor the cases of justice and humanity stand in the way of power politics. * * * It jg 
true that Italy seized Ethiopia in violation of treaties and the law of nations, but 
it is also true that most of Africa had prior to the seizure of Ethiopia been seized 
by other nations in about the same way. We may as individuals inveigh against 
the cruelty of great nations, and we may disapprove it, but as a government it 
has never concerned us in the least, and as a government it does not concern us today. 
In disposing of the questions affecting Ethiopia and Spain and Morocco and Egypt 
and Persia and other nations, there’ is no new procedure visible so far as we are 
concerned, * * * I think Japan may easily claim to be the mother of our modern Navy, 
Japan has appeared upon the scene in every instance when a larger Navy was called 
for, * * * I do not think Japan wants war with the United States, and I do not think 
that she is so situated that she could make war if she wanted to do so. The best 
students of the Far Eastern situation do not believe that Japan is ever going to be 
able to conquer China.” 


Battle of Manila Bay—Forty years ago tomorrow Commodore George Dewey and 
the squadron under his command consisting of his flagship, the Olympia, the cruisers 
Boston, Raleigh and Baltimore, the gunboats Concord and Petrel, the Revenue Cutter 
McCulloch, and supply ships Nanshan and Zafiro, steamed towards the entrance of 
Manila Bay. Shortly after midnight the squadron slipped by the fortified island of 
Corregidor guarding the entrance of the Bay, passing the forts and mine defenses 
and in the morning destroyed the Spanish Fleet under the guns of the Spanish forts 
at Cavite. Eleven ships of Admiral Montojo’s fleet were sunk or burned and a number 
of tugs and smaller launches captured. Admiral Montojo’s report gave the Spanish 
loss of life, including those in the Cavite Arsenal, as 381 men killed and wounded. 
The forces under Commodore Dewey accomplished this electrifying victory without 
the loss of a single life. 

For this daring and brilliant achievement, Dewey received the thanks of Con- 
gress and was commissioned Rear Admiral on May 10, 1898. On June 3, 1898, Con- 
gress passed a resolution appropriating monies for a sword of honor to Admiral 
Dewey and for medals of honor to all officers and men of his fleet engaged in the 
battle. Congress created for him the rank of Admiral of the Navy, with the provision 
that he should not be placed on the retired list except on his own application. He was 
commissioned Admiral of the Navy, March 29, 1900. He was made President of the 
General Board in 1900 and served in this capacity until his death Jan. 16, 1917, in 
Washington, D. C. 

Of the oflicers who took part in the Battle of Manila Bay, none are on active duty 
today. Twenty-seven officers are on the retired list of the Navy. 


Representative Maverick’s Air Views—A rather unusual report was submitted to 
the House this week in connection with the Administration sponsored bill to increase 
the enlisted strength of the Air Corps by 3,000 men. Representative Maury Maverick, 
D. of Tex., who reported the bill for the House Military Committee, devoted the first 
two pages of the printed report to the bill and then for six additional pages expounded 
his personal views on national defense. He criticized the 950 plane increase in Navy 
plane strength, labeling it a “mystery” in that the need for the large increase was not 
explained, and declared that the Navy was encroaching on the missions of the Army 
Air Corps. He declared that the eastern coast of the United States is in “a compara- 
tively defenseless condition,” and that adequate seacoast defenses could be obtained 
“for much less than half the price of one battleship.” He urged that more antiaircraft 
guns be provided, contended that the division of authority as to national defense was 
a weakness and urged establishment of a Department of National Defense. Summing 
up, he declared that more military planes should be provided for the Armed Services, 
that the Joint Army and Navy Board should consider the proportion of Army and 
Navy planes and their mission, that a Department of National Defense should be 
established, that a network of air fields should be provided, and that additional coast 
defense and antiaircraft defense be provided. 


The Verdun Medal—tIn view of numerous requests for information which have 
been received by the War Department concerning the French Verdun Medal, the 
United States Military Attache at Paris, France, was requested to secure information 
from the French Ministry of War relative thereto. 

The Military Attache reports that the French Ministry of War has advised that 
the Verdun Medal is not an official decoration, but is a souvenir badge established by 
the City Government of Verdun, France, the proceeds from the sale of which are to 
be used in the erection of a monument by the City. It is understood that the med 
can be purchased from the Mayor of the City of Verdun, and any further information 
concerning the decoration should be obtained from that official. 

It is understood that a copy of discharge certificate may be forwarded with appli- 
cation for the medal. This medal is not issued by, or through the War Department 
and no information from the records is furnished or is necessary in order to receive 
the medal. Under no circumstances should application for this medal be made either 
to the United States War Department or the United States Military Attache at Paris. 

The War Department has compiled no list of regiments, or other units of the 
United States Army, which served in the vicinity of Verdun, nor has any definite '=- 
formation been received as to the particular individuals entitled to the Verdun Medal.

“From Saints to Red Legs” 


“From Saints to Red Legs,” a history 
of Madison Barracks, by Gordon G., 
Heiner, jr., Major, Field Artillery, United 
States Army. Illustrated. Price $1.00.

At the Eastern end of Lake Ontario, 
lies Madison Barracks. Around it soldiers 
have marched and fought since the ex- 
peditions of the French against the En- 
glish before the revolution. Around it 
now Major Heiner has written a history 
so absorbing and so redolent with the 
spirit and traditions of the American 
Army, that it will be read with profit and 
delight by all who love the lore of things 
military. 

While the battle of Sackets Harbor, and 
other action, was fought in this area 
earlier, it was not until 1816 that con- 
struction of Madison Barracks was actu- 
ally begun. The first outfit to garrison 
the post was the Second Infantry, under 
Col. Hugh Brady. This organization was 
nicknamed, “Brady’s Saints” as a 
humorous epithet, and from them and the 
present day Field Artillerymen who gar- 
rison the post, Major Heiner gave his 
book its title. 

Major Heiner with rare ability has 
written it all so entertainingly and has 
inserted so much human material that 
the book is as interesting as a work of 
fiction. He presents intimate pictures of 
post life in the days when only the 
colonel’s lady could afford one of the 7- 
cents a week maids and when hogs wal- 
lowed in the mud in the streets. There 
is the panorama of troops marching 
away to the wars. One can almost see 
them swinging across the parade ground, 
off to the Black Hawk war, the Seminole 
War, the Mexican War, the Civil War, 
the Spanish War and the World War— 
stifly erect white-legged infantrymen of 
a century ago, boys in blue bound for 
Virginia, the khaki-clad legions of the 
Ninth off for Cuba, the youths in olive 
drab entraining for the training camps 
and the trenches of France. 

Major Heiner made an exhaustive in- 
vestigation into the matter of the location 
of the remains of Gen. Pike, discoverer 
of Pike’s Peak and is inclined to believe 
that Sergeant Beane, long since retir 
and a respected resident of Sackets Har- 
bor these many years, actually saw the 
body in its iron casket at the time of the 
removal in 1909. Unfortunately the place 
was not marked and the location of Get 
Pike’s grave remains as much a mystery 
today as it ever was. 

“From Saints to Red Legs,” is @ worth 
while contribution to history. Major 
Heiner is to be commended for the & 
fort which went into his work and for the 
intelligence with which he has treat 
the fascinating story of this old ay 
post whose lifespan covers nearly t 
whole period of American history.

The New York Commandery of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion of the 
United States has adopted a_ resolution 
extending its profound sympathy to the 
family of the late Lt. Col. C. N. Swift, 
USV. The resolution reads, in part, as 
follows: 

The New York Commandery of the Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion of the United 
States is greatly saddened today by the news 
that it has lost the very last one of that band 
of heroes, so many of whom it was formerly 
proud to number among its companions, and 
whose patriotic and self sacrificing service in 
defense of the Union this Order was insti- 
tuted to commemorate. Brevet Lt. Col. 
Charles Nichols Swift, USV, Honorary Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Order and Honorary 
Commander of the New York Commandery, 
died on Palm Sunday, April 10, 1938. 

Colonel Swift was born Sept, 22, 1843, and 
while 18 years of age he enlisted on August 
18, 1862, in Company F, Fifth New York 
Volunteer Infantry, known as Duryee's 
Zouaves, When that regiment completed its 
period of service he transferred to the 146th 
New York Volunteer Infantry. On Feb. 8, 
1864, when he was only 20 years old, he was 
commissioned Captain of Company A, 30th 
U. 8S. Colored Infantry. On March 17, 1865, 
he received the brevets of Major and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel for gallant and meritorious 
services. He was mustered out May 5, 1865. 

He served in the Army of the Potomac at 
the battles of Second Bull Run, Antietam, 
Fredericksburg, Chancellorsville, Gettys- 
burg, Wilderness, and Petersburg. He then 
joined Sherman’s army at Goldsboro and 
served therein until the surrender of John- 
ston’s army. Colonel Swift was captured 
while wounded at Chancellorsville, but his 
fighting spirit enabled him to escape the same 
night in spite of his wounds.

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House Passes Selection Bill 
(Coninued from Page 773) 
ordered, each and every member of the line 
of the Navy to send in constructive sug- 

gestions and criticisms? 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. Yes. 

Mr. Hobbs. And from 6,300 letters sent out 
he only received 148 replies? 

Mr. Vinson of Georgia. That was due to the 
fact that the service papers had carried this 
bill, which almost unanimously expressed the 
sentiment of the officer personnel in the Navy, 
and I may say that 95 per cent of them are 
behind this bill today. It is the only fair 
method of selection that has been submitted 
to the Congress thus far. 

Representative Hobbs then rose in op- 
position to the committee amendment per- 
mitting medical records of officers to be 
considered by selection boards as now pro- 
vided, but the amendment was approved 
by the House. 

Representative Wadsworth questioned 
the advisability of unlimited advance- 
ment of fitted officers and suggested that 
some sort of a percentage limitation such 
as proposed by the Navy Department 
might be advisable. 

Representative Hobbs offered another 
amendment providing that “all those offi- 
cers who have failed of selection shall be 
reconsidered without prejudice because of 
having been passed over theretofore and 
without regard to their physical condi- 
tion.” It was rejected when Chairman 
Vinson said that it would “completely 
nullify what we are trying to do.” Repre- 
sentative Vinson then accepted Mr. 
Hobbs’ amendment to delete the word 
“comparative” from subsections c and d of 
Section 9. 

The remainder of the committee amend- 
ments were then agreed to and Represen- 
tative Vinson offered several others as 
committee amendments which were not in 
the bill as reported. They were those 
mentioned above to provide that service 
as a passed midshipman should be counted 
for length of service as a fitted officer, to 
guarantee to officers of the ranks of lieu- 
tenant, lieutenant commander, com- 
mander and captain, the existing service 
benefits of those grades, and to permit the 
Secretary of the Navy to withhold com- 
missions from graduates of the Naval 
Academy if excessively large classes oc- 
cur. They were agreed to. 

Representative Wadsworth then secured 
adoption of amendments to Sections 13a 
and 15e providing that the enforced elimi- 
nation of rear admirals and generals shall 
be effective only in peace-time. He de- 
clared that it might be “dangerous to tie 
the hands of the Commander-in-Chief in 
time of war.” It was agreed to by the 
committee. 

An amendment to afford specialists ad- 
vanced as fitted further opportunity of 
promotion up to flag rank within a sort of 
a specialist corps or groups was proposed 
by Representative Hobbs. It was voted 
down. 

Representative Hobbs then proposed 
another amendment to retire rather than 
discharge officers who fail on their pro- 
fessional examinations, contending that 
the discharge provision was “a dead let- 
ter” unless it is used to punish those 
“who have incurred disfavor.” “There 
will never be a failure on such an exami- 
nation unless the powers that be wish to 
punish him,” he declared. The amend- 
ment was rejected and the bill passed a 
moment later, 

Following are the amendments written 
into the bill on the floor of the Senate 
(not including those inserted in com- 
mittee) : 

Page 3, line 6, after the words “hereinafter 
provided” in Section 3b insert “or as may be 
retained in that grade by section 12h of this 
act.” (This is to bring the section in con- 
ns with the substituted section 12h, be- 

ow. 

Page 5, line 3, after the word “officer” in 
Section 5e, strike out the words “except the 
Commander-in-Chief, United States Fleet” so 
as to make the new subsection read: “(¢c) No 
officer may be a member of two successive 
selection boards for the consideration of offi- 
cers for promotion to the same grades.” 

Page 8, line 9 and line 14, strike out in each 
line the word “comparative” so as to make 
Sections 9¢ and 9d read as follows: 

“(¢) The recommendation of the board in 
the case of officers who are now or may 
hereafter be assigned to aeronautical-engi- 
neering duty only shall be based upon their 
fitness among themselves for the technical 
duties prescribed for them by law: Provided, 
— they shall not succeed to command on 
shore, 





“(d) The recommendation of the board in 
the case of officets who are now or may here- 
after be assigned to engineering duty only 
shall be based on their fitness for the duties 
prescribed for them by law. Upon promotion 
they shall be carried as additional numbers 
in grade.” 

Page 13, in line 2, after the word “Pro- 
vided,” insert the following: “That a frac- 
tional year of 6 months or more shall be con- 
sidered a full year in computing the number 
of years of service by which the rate of 2% 
per cent is multiplied: Provided further.” 
(This amends Section 12b which provides for 
the retirement of officers not adjudged fitted.) 

Page 14, in line 11, Section 12d after “Na- 
val Reserve Force,” insert “service as a mid- 
shipman after graduation from the Naval 
Academy.” (This will forcibly retire officers 
of the Naval Academy classes of 1909, 1910, 
1911, 30 years after graduation from the Na- 
val Academy rather than after 30 years com- 
missioned service. 

Page 16, lines 4 to 14, delete subsection 12 
(h) and substitute therefor the following: 

“(h) No officer on the active list of the 
Navy on the date of approval of this act shall 
be retired in his present grade by reason of 
the provisions of subsection (b) of this sec- 
tion sooner than he would have been retired 
by reason of service ineligibility for con- 
sideration for selection under provisions of 
law in effect on the date of approval of this 
act: Provided, That when any such officer 
shall have twice failed of selection as best 
fitted he shall become ineligible for considera- 
tion by subsequent selection boards.” 

Page 17, line 11, after the word “found” 
insert “in time of peace,” and page 21, line 
13, after the word “found” insert “in time of 
peace.” (These amendments alter Section 3a 
and Section lSe, dealing with the enforced 
retirement of flag and general officers, to sus- 
pend them in time of war.) 

Page 18, in line 9, after “section 14,” insert 
“(a)”, so that the present section 14 will 
read “Sec, 14 (a).” 

Page 18, line 20, add a new subsection, as 
follows: 

“(b) If there be in any year an excess num- 
ber of graduates of the Naval Academy avail- 
able for commission in the line of the Navy 
over that number which in the opinion of the 
Secretary of the Navy will satisfactorily meet 
the needs of the Navy for commissioned offi- 
cers, such excess number of graduates shall be 
given a certificate of graduation and an hon- 
orable discharge with 1 year’s pay.”

Regular Army Reserve 


The President, on April 25, signed the 
bill passed last week by the Congress re- 
establishing the Regular Army Reserve. 
This legislation brings into being a new 
and select enlisted reserve force which 
existed prior to the World War but which 
was dropped in 1920 because of the mil- 
lions of young trained war veterans then 
available. 

To be eligible for enrollment in the new 
Regular Army Reserve a man must, first 
of all, be a trained ex-Regular. He must 
have satisfactorily completed an enlist- 
ment in the Regular Army. He must be 
unmarried and under 36 years of age. 
These stringent requirements are set up 
because the Regular Army Reserve is to 
he a part of the Regular Army, and its 
members will be available for active duty 
in an emergency under the same condi- 
tions as the Active Regular Army, on call 
from the President. 

The Regular Army Reservist, haying 
undergone the rigorous training of the 
Regular Army, will not be required to at- 
tend drills or training periods. He will 
be able to pursue his normal civilian occu- 
pation. For accepting the obligations of 
the Regular Army Reserve, he will be 
paid a reenlistment allowance of $24.00 a 
year for each of the four years he is en- 
rolled or a total of $96.00. If and when he 
is called to active duty, he will be paid an 
additional sum computed at the rate of 
$3.00 for each month of reserve service 
and up to a total of $150.00, 

Enlistment in this reserve will be 
opened July 1. Regulations covering its 
administration are now being prepared 
by the War Department. It is expected 
that about 18,000 ex-Regulars will be en- 
listed the first year, and that within four 
years approximately 75,000 will be en- 
rolled. 


Army Housing Program 

The House Appropriations Committee 
will consider this morning the question of 
ear-marking funds in the four and a half 
billion dollar relief bill for Army housing. 

Representative May, chairman of the 
House Military Committee, will appear 
and urge that the committee set aside 
$146,000,000 for construction of quarters, 
barracks and other building at Army 
posts. Accompanying him to explain the 
War Department's program, the text of 
which was published in the ARMy AND 
Navy JournaL last week, will be Brig. 
Gen. A. Owen Seaman, Assistant Quarter- 
master General, Col. A. R. Chaffee, Chief 
of the Budget and Legislative Section of 
the General Staff, and Lt. Col. Paul W. 
Baade, of G-4, WDGS. 

Hopes of ear-marking a substantial 
amount for the Army of the $450,000,000 
for public works in the relief bill, how- 
ever, was dampened somewhat by a state- 
ment, Thursday, by Representative Wood- 
rum, D. of Va., a ranking member of the 
House Appropriations Committee. He de- 
clared that the committee had decided not 
to ear-mark any funds, but would insert 
in the bill a provision authorizing the 
present to allot any of the funds for proj- 
ects already authorized by Congress. 
This authority, it was pointed out, would 
cover the projects authorized in last year’s 
Army housing bill, most of which have 
not been built.

Air Corps Maneuvers 


Extensive preliminary maneuvers hay- 
ing been completed, the GHQ Air Force 
will next week concentrate in the north- 
eastern section of the United States to 
determine the vulnerability of that sector 
to attack by “a coalition of Asiatic and 
European powers.” 

Maj. Gen. Frank M. Andrews, Com- 
manding General, GHQ Air Force, hay- 
ing been informed of the “attack,” has 
been called upon to provide an effective 
defense of the industrial and military 
assets of the United States concentrated 
in that area. 

Canada and Mexico have been declared 
neutral, and the offensive force has been 
designated as the Black Forces, while the 
defensive forces have been designated as 
the Blue Force. 

War Department officials called the 
May maneuvers “The most realistic air 
exercises ever played by air forces of the 
Army of the United States.” 

It is expected that these maneuvers 
will perfect plans whereby the GHQ Air 
Force is insured that a two-day move- 
ment of its components can be made to 
any section of the country in an emer- 
gency at any future time. 

The Blue (American) main fleet, based 
on Hawaii, is presupposed to be engaged 
in defensive operations in the Pacific, the 
Blue naval forces in the Atlantic con- 
ceded to be sufficient for coastal patrol. 
Under the plan of the maneuvers, the 
fleet of an European power, a member of 
the coalition, is escorting troop transports 
and information is to the effect that this 
force intends to attack the New England 
area. 

The preliminary moves of the maneuv- 
ers are now underway. Immediately upon 
receipt of the above directive, General 
Andrews issued orders to his three Wing 
Commanders to assemble their forces in 
the sector menaced. 

Ordinarily the concentration of the 
GHQ Air Force tactical units in any one 
of the strategical areas of the United 
States could be accomplished in forty- 
eight hours. In the May maneuvers, 
movement of tactical air units will re- 
quire from thirty-six to forty-eight 
hours. The period from May 1 to May 8 
has been allotted, however, in these exer- 
cises to the concentration phase in order 
to allow for the working out in detail of 
all the problems incident to movement of 
troops, air and ground, setting up of 
temporary camps at new airdromes, in- 
stallation of signal communications, es 
tablishment of field messes, and familiar- 
izing flying personnel with new airdromes 
and surrounding terrain over which their 
flight problems will take place. It has 
been necessary also to have transport 
squadrons make several trips in some 
cases on account of the present shortage 
of transport planes, which will be relieved 
when transport squadrons are provided 
with complete complement of flying equip- 
ment, much of which is now in process of 
manufacture. There are many details to 
be worked out during this eight-day 
period to insure that a two-day movement 
of the GHQ Air Force to any section of 
the country can be made in an emergency 
at any future time, hence the extra time 
provided therefor in these exercises. 

When tactical units of all wings have 
completed concentration to their new 
bases and when the air bases have been 
installed and equipped to permit of con- 
tinuous and uninterrupted operations, the 
first special situation will be issued t 
govern the first tactical phases of the ma- 
neuvers, beginning May 9. ; 

The tactical exercises and problems I 
volving flying by tactical units will com 
clude about May 20, when units will be 
gin return flights to their home stations, 
All units are expected to arrive at home 
garrisons by May 30.

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Gonsider Autogiro Development 


Hearings were held this week before 
the House Military Committee on a bill 
to provide a two million dollar fund for 
experimentation and development of auto- 


ros. 

CJeotimony was taken from officials of 
the War Department as to the present 
status of tests of the rotor blade craft and 
while the chiefs of several arms expressed 
considerable interest in the type and the 
desire to procure them for further test, 
the Department opposed passage of the 
measure. 

Maj. E. N. Harmon, GSC, speaking for 
the War Department, told the committee 
that the Army had made tests of auto- 
gros which indicate that it has various 
military uses. He stated that the De- 
partment intends to develop the type but 
wants to do it with regular experimental 
funds in accordance with their priority 


list. 

Col. Guy Camp, representing the Chief 
of Cavalry, stated that tests of the auto- 
giro had indicated its value as an in- 
srument of reconnaisance and observa- 
tion for firing, and that the Cavalry 
favored further research and experimen- 
tation. He stated that his branch would 
like to have three autogiros for the 7th 
Cavalry, Ft. Knox, one for Ft. Bliss, and 
oe for the Cavalry School. 

Maj. Gen. George A. Lynch, Chief of In- 
fantry, testified that while the interest of 
thé Infantry in autogiros was indirect as 
itexpected to have none assigned, he felt 
that the type has value as a liaison 
between Infantry and Artillery, to afford 
tetter control of columns on the march, 
and to give better observation. Maj. Gen. 
Robert M. Danford, Chief of Field Artil- 
lery, stated that the Field Artillery Board 
ind Field Artillery School had tested the 
craft and liked its qualities. He stated 
that he understood his branch was to be 
given two autogiros for test under the 
present program. 

Maj. Gen. Oscar Westover, Chief of Air 
Corps, said he considered that there were 
great possibilities in the rotor blade type, 
and that the Air Corps now has under 
consideration four types of slow speed 
craft, which have high priority in the 
armm’s experimental program. He stated 
that he would favor the bill if the funds 
= not taken from other development 
work, 





Fleet Maneuvers Concluded

Expand Pacific Bases 
A $28,751,000 Navy shore construction 
program, featuring the expansion of air 
and ship base facilities in the Pacific, was 
sent to Congress this week by the Navy 
Department. 

Jith the receipt of the proposal, bills 
were immediately introduced in both the 
House and Senate and plans laid to rush 
them through this session and then obtain 
funds for starting work on several of the 
projects in a deficiency appropriation bill. 

Of greatest interest among the Proce 
submitted, was one for the establishment 
of a Naval Air Station at Kodiak, Alaska, 
at a cost of $5,000,000. The largest item 
was a $8,485,000 graving drydock at the 
Navy Yard, Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, to- 
gether with other construction projects 
at the same yard totaling more than two 
million dollars. Two million dollars 
would be spent at the Fleet Air Base, Coco 
Solo, Canal Zone, $800,000 for auxiliary 
seaplane facilities at Kaneohe Bay, Oahu, 
Hawaii, and $720,000 for “auxiliary sea- 
plant facilities, Fourteenth Naval Dis- 
trict.”” While there was no official explana- 
tion of the latter project, reports were 
that it referred to Midway Island.

Enlisted Disability Compensation

The House Pensions Committee expects 
to have its calendar day in the House, 
May 4, and if at all possible, the peace- 
time pension bill will be brought up and 
passed at that time, the committee chair- 
man said. Moreover, if the Administra- 
tion plan is delayed, the Pensions Com- 
mittee may report out a bill of its own 
and bring it up next week, Mr. Gasque 
added. 

“We have had a peace-time pension bill 
before the Committee since last year,” he 
stated. “At the time it was introduced, 
General Hines, the Veterans’ Administra- 
tor, asked me to hold it up, as they were 
working a proposal of their own. Last 
week, he told me that he would have it 
ready in a day or so, and we have been 
looking for it. We want to report out a 
bill in time to bring it up next week on 
our calendar day, and if it does not come 
along, we may report out a bill of our 
own.” 

While there has been no official word 
as to the Veterans’ Administration pro- 
posal, it is said to provide an increase in 
the peace-time pensions rates, probably 
up to three-quarters of the war rates, and 
in addition, to allow an additional sum 
payable monthly from War or Navy De- 
partment funds to “career” soldiers or 
bluejackets—those who have completed 
10 years service or perhaps less.

By the time President Roosevelt re- 
turns from his cruise on the Philadel- 
phia, the Senate and House will have 
adopted the conference report on the new 
revenue act. The measure contains dras- 
tic modifications of the undistributed 
profits tax and capital gains levies. The 
act is designed to produce 5.3 billion dol- 
lars in revenue, the largest yet estimated 
for any tax law enacted. However, even 
this sum will not produce a balanced 
budget next year, because of the heavy 
relief appropriations which the Presi- 
dent has recommended to Congress, and 
most of which will be granted. Senator 
Byrd predicts that even under the new 
tax law, unless business picks up, the 
deficit on June 30, 1939 will be some 5 
billion dollars. Senator Harrison insists 
the law will prove to be “the most for- 
ward step in years toward helping em- 
ployment by private initiative through 
the fiscal policy of the Federal Govern- 
ment.” He believes the modification of 
the capital gains tax and the exemption 
of the securities of public utility holding 
companies forced into sale or transfer by 
the death sentence section of the Holding 
Company Act, will “result in the releas- 
ing of billions of frozen securities for in- 
vestment in private enterprise and de- 
velopment.” Early in the week the 
President sent a message to Congress 
proposing that income from all future 
securities, State or Federal, be taxable, 
and that all official salaries likewise be 
taxable both by the Government and the 
States. This proposal is recognized as 
one of the most important in the long 
view that the Administration has sub- 
mitted for adoption. The President in- 
sists a constitutional amendment will 
not be necessary to enable the Federal 
Government to impose taxes on income 
from future securities of the States and 
the Federal Government. The Courts 
have ruled to the contrary. Therefore, a 
constitutional debate of the first order is 
in prospect on this subject. Moreover, 
the States and Municipalities are claim- 
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ing that if the President’s plan be ap- 
proved they will have to pay a higher 
interest rate for their securities, and 
that if the incomes of State and Muni- 
cipal officials be taxed, such officials will 
ingist upon an increase in their salaries. 
There is no likelihood of any action on 
the President’s recommendation on these 
matters at the present session. Nor is 
there any likelihood of congressional ac- 
tion on the anti-monopoly message which 
the President says will be sent to Con- 
gress upon his return from his cruise, or 
upon the wage and hour bill, which he 
is strenuously urging the House to pass. 

The President conferred with Henry 
Ford on Wednesday and discussed gen- 
eral economic conditions with him. Be- 
sides receiving from Mr. Ford confirma- 
tion of his well-known point of view, the 
President received from sixteen captains 
of Industry, representing billions in in- 
dustrial investment and employing power 
throughout the country, a pledge of their 
fullest cooperation with the Government 
to bring about recovery. This pledge 
gave satisfaction at the White House, al- 
though the signers made it clear that 








they were merely responding to the 
President’s request for cooperation in his 
recent recovery message and Fireside 
Chat, and reiterated their views in 
opposition to many of the policies the 
Administration has pursued. 

There was a conference during the 
week between Jesse H. Jones, Chairman 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corpo- 
ration, and congressional leaders and 
representatives of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, railroad labor and 
railroad management. They agreed upon 
immediate legislation authorizing loans 
to railroads for purchasing equipment, 
taking the equipment as security; waiv- 
ing for twelve months the requirement 
that the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion certify that a railroad is not in need 
of financial reorganizaion as a condition 
for an RFC loan, and the making of 
work loans to railroads where the road 
would agree to replace men laid off since 
October. The Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Committee has reported a bill 
which probably will be passed requiring 
Government traffic to pay full rates by 
eliminating land-grant reductions. The 





Committee favorably reported also a 
bill permitting the railroads to charge 
lower rates a mile for long hauls thay 
for short ones. It is believed these gey. 
eral measures when enacted will have a 
stimulating effect upon railroads and 
their securities.

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Great Britain: The War of Naval 
Design 

a. Introduction. Recent head- 
lines featured the peremptory demand 
on Japan by certain powers, including 
the United States, to disclose any de- 
parture from the standards laid down 
by the Washington treaty, particularly 
in tonnage and amount of capital ships. 
The nuisance value of Japanese probable 
intentions has never been more clearly 


evident. Recent British comments, in 
this connection, are interesting; an 


amusing sidelight is found in the British 
complaints that the Washington Con- 
ference Was a triumph for the American 
Navy—when our own naval opinion is 
that the American interests have been 
sacrificed * 

Naval warfare is usually thought of 
as consisting of attacks of ships on ships 
and operations of ships against ports, 
forts, and coastal objectives, and also of 
assisting in landings and invasions. In 
every case We imagine this warfare as 


active service against a definite and 
more or less dangerous enemy. Lut 


there is another form of naval warfare, 
one Which never ceases, which is not 
fought on the restless waters of the 
world, but is confined to the more pro 
saic walls of the study, the council 
chamber, and the drawing office. It is 
the war of design. 

b. Salamis Onwards, From the battle 
of Salamis, 480 B.C, to Lepanto, 1571, 
a matter of two millenniums, there was 
very little essential differences in ship 
ping, which was divided into two main 
types, the galley, or fighting ship, and 
the sailing merchant ship. About the 
third century B.C., the Romans invented 
the “corvus,” a high wooden bridge de- 
signed to facilitate boarding, which was 
lowered on to the enemy’s deck. We 
also know that Ballista, or catapults 
were mounted in some of the early Medi 





terranean vessels. The steering oar dis- | 


appeared in favour of the rudder about 
the time of the Crusades. 

From the primitive Egyptian bouts 
wade of reeds up to the last days of 
stil ships generally had the sterns and 
hows raised above the level of the 
waists. The medieval ships exaggerated 
this feature considerably. But an old 
plate of the Roman era shows a fight 
ing tower of three storeys erected in the 
waist of a galley, which foreshadowed 
the “Queen Ann's Mansions” of the 
“Nelson” type. 

Ships and their sails evolved slowly 
and gradually from the ‘Tudor period, 
and one of the most important inven 
tions Was a weapon which has often been 
ignored, the carronade. This accounted 
foa great extent for the large casualty 
lists and smashed ships of the French 
Republic, 

During the last century British war 
Ships had a tendency to lag behind those 
of other Powers. We were slow to udopt 
metal hulls, certain improvements in pro- 
Pelling machinery, breech-loading guns 
ind armour protection. British inventors 
Were not unaware of such things, but 
the Governments of the period failed to 
Utilize them. Naval construction of the 
day seemed to progress by a series of 
Scares” and “answers”. Public opinion 
Was roused by some fine ship or ad- 
‘anced Weapon abroad, and an antidote 
had to be provided,

time of one year. It is only fair to say 
that the side turrets of the first British, 
Japanese and German ships did not 
survive the passing of the 12-inch gun, 
while the original U. S. A. design of 
four double turrets, two forward and 
two aft, was copied by several navies 
and is used to-day in eleven of our 
fifteen capital ships. 

From the pole mast we adopted the 
tripod mast, while the U. S. A. designed 
the lattice-work cage. The tripod proved 
itself superior in warfare. Lately we 
have originated the tower mast, in the 
“Nelsons”. On the other hand Italy pro- 
duced the triple turret, and France the 
quadruple turret. 

After the Great War the war within 
walls was fought by the politician in- 
stead of by the savant and the seaman 


aus formerly. The first engagement pro- 
duced the Washington Treaty, which 
did more harm to the naval strength 


of the British Empire than any foreign 
Power has ever done in battle. The 
sacrifices we made and the disadvant 
ages we suffered have been exposed in 
many places since, and ure only too ap 
parent now, but there is a curious silence 
about the responsibility for the Treaty 
which compares very strangely with the 
spate of criticism which has surged 
round the names of the famouse leaders 
of the Great War. 


d, Vietory from Defeat. One of the 
strangest things about the Treaty was 
the way in which the U.S. A. snatched 


victory from almost certain defeat, She 
had laid down or projected large ships 
of about 43.000 tons mounting 16-inch 
guns. The huge cost of these alarmed 
the U.S. A. people, and when the Wash- 
ington Conference was called these 
ships, or the scerapping of them, was 
expected to be a safe trump card. But 
on the eve of the Conference the U.S. A. 
discovered that both Great Britain and 
Japan were planning ships approaching 
4,000 tons in disphicement, and mount- 
ing 18-inch guns. As it is a cardinal 
point in U. S.A. policy that all her 
ships shall be able to pass through the 
Panama Canal it was impossible for 
them to match these monsters. Conse 
quently the Washington Treaty, and the 


subsequent termination of the Anglo 
Japanese Wianee, was the greatest 
diplomatic triumph of the century for 
the U.S. OA. 

As we had already ordered = 16-inch 


guns for our proposed capital ships we 
used these in the two “Nelsons”, just 
as the Dreadnought’s guns were origi 
nally intended for other vessels. But the 
“Nelsons” were the product of the con 
ference chamber rather than of the sea 
school, and it is very surprising that the 
French should have adopted several fea- 
tures of the design in the Dunkerque, 

Some fifty 10,000-ton cruisers were 
also the children of the Conference, and 
it cannot be said that the type has been 
an unqualified At present the 
pace in large cruisers seems to be set 
by the Japanese “Mogami” type. In light 
cruisers the Mediterranean Powers lead, 
on paper specifications, while the Ger 
man “Deutschlands”, also the offspring 
of a treaty, have set a problem which 
has astonished the world. 

The London Naval Treaty struck a 
vreater blow at the British Empire than 
even the Washington Treaty. So far the 
modern war within walls has been dis- 
astrous for us. Our designers may 0c- 
casionally have beaten in the past, but 
our politicians are always beaten now. 
The craze for conferences is a constantly 
recurring danger to an Empire which

depends on the sea for its existence, It 





is difficult to understand why, if these 
naval conferences are such an excellent 
thing, the principle has not been applied 
to the land and air services. Foreigners 
have no objection to the reduction of 
the Royal Navy, but a reduction in the 
forces they rely on is taboo, Surely by 
now the British peoples should be very 
wary of all future attempts at interna- 
tional conferences, pacts, and = agree 
ments which may affect the Royal Navy.

Spain: Tanks in the Spanish War. 
The great military powers of Eu 
rope have been accused of using the op 
portunity provided by the Spanish Civil 
War for a “dress rehearsal” of their 
modern armament, 

This theory of a “dress rehearsal” may 
be true in part—but in part only, for the 
number of modern arms employed in 
Spain on one side or the other is insigniti 
cant, and the main part of the materiel 
sent there is decidedly out of date; the 
last secrets which are meant to surprise 
us in the war of tomorrow remain, and 
will continue to remain, closely guarded. 

From the military point of view the 
most important problem of the war in 
Spain is the eflicacy of tanks under the 
conditions of modern warfare and, as a 
corollary, that of the anti-tank measures 
invented to defeat them. It should not 
be forgotten that the extraordinary suc 
cesses gained in the World War by 
British and French tanks at Cambrai, 
Soissons, Amiens were essentially due to 
the factor of surprise under conditions 
that may not occur again; they were 
gained and they could only be gained 
against a defense practically non-exis 
tent, improvised with the most primitive 
of means, against a background of com 
plete inexperience; they could be ex 
panded into decisive action only because 
the tank at that time was shrouded in 
the veil of the “tank-terror.” 

In the light of the experiences of the 
Spanish Civil War it is permissible to 
state that the defense against tanks has 
been developed and perfected at a more 
rapid pace and more effectively than the 
tank itself. It seems as if the law which 
governed the evolution of Navies is going 
to repeat itself in the development of the 
tank in the struggle between tank and 
anti-tank defense. 

The tank has not been employed in 
Spain on a large seale, either tactically 
or strategically. On the widespread 
fronts, even on that of Madrid itself, 
comparatively few tanks have been in 
action. Massed tank attacks apparently 
could not be undertaken. The relatively 
few tanks available on both sides have 
been used to accompany the attack of the 
infantry. On the rare occasions when 
they have had to attack unaided against 
machine-gun and heavy weapons em 
placements, as in the fight for the bridge 
heads to the west and south of Madrid, 
they have usually met with disaster, in 
particular in trying to regain the posi 
tions they had started from. 

On the whole, the experience gained 
by both sides may be summarized as fol 
lows: Wherever tanks, in attacking, met 
with special anti-tank guns (of 20 milli 
metres and upwards, capable of firing at 
point-blank range from the front line) 
they were either destroyed or immo 
bilized before they were able to achieve 
their objectives; wherever these special 
means of defense were lacking the tanks 
reached their objectives without diffi 
culty. 

The use of explosive charges or tank 
mines buried in the ground in advance 
of the front lines advocated by German 
military authorities, either as an emer 


gency measure or to supplement active 
unti-tank defense, has not yet been con 
slusively tested. The small number of 
tanks used in attack makes the resort 
to this method practically impossible, as 
this would necessitate no fewer than 450 
charges of 10 pounds each for every 300 
metres of front. Moreover, the employ- 
ment of these charges, which must be 
laid out in three parallel rows, probably 
necessitates a trained engineer force 
such as is not available on either side in 
the present Spanish Civil war. 


Certain results, however, have been 
achieved by the so-called “Bodensperren” 
ground-barriers; these consist, in the 
main, of fragmentary trenches in front 
of and parallel to the main lines of re 
sistance, sufficiently deep and large to 
trap light and medium-sized tanks ; these 
trenches have steep walls and are cov 
ered from view; through the systematic 
employment of such trenches, German 8 
ton tanks were in may cases disabled in 
attacking. 


In some causes, the attempt has been 
made to attack the advancing tanks with 
nerial bombs. No decisive results have 
been achieved and the frequent bombing 
attacks upon tanks in reserve locations 
behind the front have proved ineffective 
on the whole, as tanks out of action are 


not massed together and, moreover, can 
easily be camouflaged. 

The practical experience of — the 
Spanish civil war therefore tends to 


prove that the effective protection of a 
sector of the front against tank attack 
can be achieved only through special 
anti-tank guns, and that the other 
weapons can act only as their auxiliaries.
